MAKE-UP HINTS 
FOR THOSE WHO 
DISLIKE SUNTAN

UMMER make-up problems 
cannot ‘be covered in one 
brief. article on miaking-up the 
suntanned:skin. There are some 
of yourwhodo' not want tanned 
skins for. in- 
stance.

Let's see what I can do for 
you! 

The first group usually in- 
cludes gifls with complexions as 
fair and delicate as hothouse 
blossoms, girls with fragile lines 
on whom a bronzed skin is in- 
congruous or older girls whose 
skins are not so alert as they 
once were. Rub your entire body 
with oil first, then you must use 
a tinted foundation cream or a 
specially pigmented cream that 
matches the natural color of 
your skin. Apply some of your 
rouge that harmonizes with your 
natural coloring and use a sun- 
proof powder that is just a little 
darker than that you ordinarily 
use. 

The oil; foundation cream and 
sun-proof powder are excellent 
protection against tanning, but 
you had also better trust a mild 
bleaching lotion, a wide-brim- 
med hat and a pair of beach pa- 
jamas whenever you go swim- 
ming or lounge in the sun. Re- 
member your arms, neck, and 
legs should have the same pro- 
tective treatment as your face— 
and remember, too, that if you 
start this procedure you will have 
to keep it up. One or two treat- 
ments do not protect you for the 
summer. 

Those who want a suntanned 
skin without actually tanning 
usually include a large group of 
girls to whom a brown skin is 
becoming—while it lasts. The 
ideal skin is one that browns 
quickly and painlessly and fades 
away in a few days when it is 
not regularly exposed. But many 
skins do not react so nicely. In- 
stead they tan slowly and some- 
times painfully and then turn to 
an ugly lemon-yellow in the fall 
and the last remnants of the 
suntan fade away slowly. Small 
wonder that girls with such skins 
want an artificial, tan! 

Let me warn you, however, not 
to try to give your Skin too dark 
ah artificial tone. It can’t be 
done successfuily, but you can 
sive it a tight or :fedium sun- 
tan make-up thai. is attractive 
and natura! looking. First apply 
& procective cream or lotion in 
& light or ecep hronze cver youl 
face, neck and chest—-legs and 
arms tvo if they are exposed— 
leang careful not wo skip the area 
jast ucder the eyes. 

Muw take a soft, creamy rouge 
or a ricner tune than vou ordi- 
nari.y Use aid blend a little of 
.. under each eye and over yqur 
cheekcones just as Nature does 
to a sun-kissed skin—next a 
oright lipstick. Select one that 
narmori.es with your rouge and 
keeps its clear, gay tone. Use @ 
sux‘an shade of powder of we 
proner depth for your ‘girl- 
made” complexion. To ke:p the 
dergz powder from accumulsting 
in creases, use a very light film 
of your regular powder before 
applying the dark.

Tomato Jelly Cubes 


Make the salad in the first 
menu when you suspect someone 
might drop in during the day. 
Suak one tablespoon of gelatine 
in one-fourth cup cold water for 
five minutes and then .aissolve it 
over boiling water and add one 
and one-fourth cups tomato 
juice, two tablespoons of mild 
vinegar, two tablespoons lemon 
juice and one-half teaspoon salt.

To serve, cut the 
tomato jelly into cubes and ar- 
range on crisp lettuce hearts 
with shredded: shrimps either the 
fiesh or canned.

Buttered Corn Sticks 

The cornsticks can be stirred 
up and baked after your guests 
arrive or you can bake them be- 
forehand and warm them for a 
few minutes before serving. Scald 
one and one-fourth cup molasses 
und two well beaten eggs. Sift 
together three-fourths cup flour. 
{cur teaspoons baking powde: 
and one teaspoon of salt then 
acd to the first mixture. Add two 
tablespoons of melted shortening 
ard pour into greased bread 
stick pans. Bake in a hot oven 
twenty minutes. Butter and serve 
warm. This recipe makes two 
dozen small sticks. 

Fresh Cherry Shortcake 

The shortcake is made by .a 
new “quick” method. Prepare 
ycur cherries first. Wash them, 
remove the stems and pits. Add 
enough sugar to sweeten, mix 
end heat just until the mixture 
boils, remove from the fire and 
taste, If not sweet enough add a 
little more sugar. It will melt 
quickly in the hot juice. Set aside 
until yeu aré ready to serve the 
shortcake.

Aids to Appetite 


Apropos of this subject, I quote 
from the letter of a mother. “My 
daughter 1s six years old,’ she 
“and a source of worry to 
me, aS she dawdles over her food, 
:pills it on the tablecloth, on the 
floor and over herself. Thinking 
that she mizht ke ill, I took ber 
tc the doctor ence. But he said 
that there is nothing wrong with 
her physically. That she has bad 
mealtime habits; that’s all. How 
can I teach my child good man- 
hers?” 

If there is a child in your 
family who anewers this descrip- 
tion, do not judge him too hasti- 
ly He may he naturally slow. 
Like the the little gir: referred 
to in the letter, he may need an 
incentive to get down to business 
when the meal is set before him. 

There ate various ways of 
mygking foud interesting to chil- 
dren. Serve it attractively at a 
small table covered with. a color- 
ful little cloth and bright dishes. 
Frovide him with a napkin. Make 
it a ceremonious affair. Tell him,’ 
“We are going to piay a game 
today,” and bring out a chart 
and hang it on the wall. If he 
eats his dinner in twenty min- 
utes, he will get a gold star; and 
if he doesn’t spill anything, he 
will get an extra stir, a silver, 
one. 

Essentials First 

Don't expect the child to eat 
everything on his dish the first 
time, or not to spill anything. Be 
satisfied if he shows some im- 
provement no matter how slight 
and don’t forget to tell him how 
nicely he has done. Tell him that 
at dinner time you wili play the 
game again, and don’t be sur- 
prised if he keeps asking all the 
afternoon when it will be dinner- 
time. 


The most effective way to

German Women Denied 
Careers . .. Some Who 
Succeeded 


DOLPH HITLER, Germany's 

Nazi Chancellor, seems bent 
on upholding the old German 
adage that women were created 
for “Church, Children and 
Kitchen.” 

The same new law which de- 
finitely -bars all persons of the 
Jewish faith from holding any 
kind of office in Germany, also 
undertakes to keep women out 
of office. It provides that “in the 
interest of the formation of 
families,” only women 35-years 
old or older can be appointed as 


officials Women officials who 
have a husband with an income 
assuring economic security will 
be dismissed. Many women 
teachers are among those af- 
fected, and it’ is reported that a 
large numher have filed suits for 
Givorce in order to retain their 
positions. 

Washing clothes and washing 
babies, it would seem, are the 
only industries to be left for 
German women. Under the old- 
fashioned system of domestic 
subjection the average middle- 
class German woman appeared 
to live only in hope of winning 
a glance of approval or tolera- 
tion from her lord and master. 
Her exercise consisted chiefly in 
walking from the kitchen stove 
to the kitchen table and back 
again, with occasional but regu- 
lar spells at the washtub. One 
reedn’t take a beauty specialist’s 
word, but this routine, combined 
with a liberal consumption of 
yastry. would have wrecked the 
figure of a Venus de Milo. 

However, all this was changed 
after the 1918 revolution. The 
establishment of the Republic 
completely transformed German 
women in body and mental atti- 
tude. Many went in for athletics 
and acquired strong, graceful 
figures. They welcomed the 
severe diet of the training table, 
which replaced the old orgies of 
coffee and cakes. The vote and 
the right to sit in the Reichstag 
were given them and several be- 
came dominent figures in legis- 
lative halls. Universities were 
opened to them and many dis- 
tinguished themselves in medi- 
cine, the sciences and law, just 
as American, English and women 
of other lands had done, 

And now, because of Herr Hit- 
Ier, all this is to be changed. 
Thousands cf bright voung wo- 
men students are being .denied 
the right to an education and 
must forego cu:Pers to busy 
themselves with ecvok stoves and 
babies.

Clara Zetkin. This venerab): 
Communist was 82-years “3.3, 
During the years of the Germe'i 
Republic she had played a ‘ead- 
ing role in th@ Reichstag ana 
for a brief time’ acted as its pre~ 
sident. When Hitler assumed of- 
fice some months ago and the 
new Reichstag assembled, Clara 
Zetkin was not present. 

Another picturesque woman 
of the Reichstag was Ruth 
Fischer, otherwise Frau Golke. 
The Nazis voted to deport her 
because she was an Austrian, al- 
though Chancellor Hitler himself 
is of similar origin. She prompt- 
ly married a German working- 
man and thus became a German 
citizen and could not be de- 
ported. She separated from her 
Fusband at once hecause the 
home was not her chosen do- 
main. She fled to Denmark, 
where women enjoy the fullest 
freedom. and from where she 
can easily keep in touch with 
affairs in Germany. 

Other women politicians were 
not so fortunate. Antonie Pfuelf, 
a Socialist member of the Reich- 
siag, committed suicide before 
she faced the end of her public 
career. She was a scnoo] teacher 
and participated in the framing 
of the Weimar republican con- 
stitution. 

Sinee the close of the World 
War German women have 
achieved honoys in science which 
is comparable to the work of 
Madame Curie, the co-discoverer 
of radium, in France. Dr. Rhoda 
Erdmann of Berlin, is one of the 
foremost cancer specialists in 
Germany. She has been invited 
to lecture at the Sheffield Scien- 
tific School of Yale University 
and invited to carry e@ her i+ - 
searches at the Rocwefe'hr in- 
stitute in New York iS’ | 

Even if these particuins ‘w- 
men are not re:roved ‘“hs<eigh 
some special amendmiem to. the 
new German tows it would 
seem a pity that those youthful 
German women who wish careers 
in arts or sciences should be de- 
prived of that right. 

Now with that other famous 
German slogan, ‘“Deutsehland 
uber alles.” we: have “Die Kiche 
uber alles’—“the kitchen above 
all,” Home may be a sweet: place 
and poets and writers have sung 
praises for years, but to German 
women, it is not as sweet as-all] 
that. Liberty is sweeter some~ 
times than a bright and shining 
kitchen and having tasted lib- 
erty and freedom of thought and 
action, it is debatable whether 
German womanhood,will .meekly 
submit to Hitler’s edict that they 
go back to their housework,

A man in St. Paul, Minnesota, makes, courteous inquiry on the subject 
of the Ford spring. He relates a recent:experience in which a salesman 
felt he could not sell his own,make of gar. without first depreciating the 
Ford car in this customer's #ind» eo: in attack was made on the Ford 
spring. I take pleasure in explaining this point. 

We use transverse springs in Ford cars for the same reason that we use 
round wheels—because we have found nothing better for the purpose. 


Most people think that the only purpose of a spring is comfortable

riding. Byt springs, and even very flexible springs, 
as well asWanger. A good spring must not only be comfortable—it must be 
safe. It must also assist operation economy. The spring we use serves 


all three purposes.~- . 

A transverse spring—-which simply means a spring set crosswise— 
gives comfort. It is like the wings of a bird—the tips move most, while 
the body remains steady. I cannot prove that ina letter, but you can 
prove it in a Ford V-8. Any dealer will gladly allow you the opportunity. 

The safety reasons for the transverse spring may be simply stated. 

In rounding a curve or turning a corner, one side of the car naturally 
lists downward. Transverse springs do not lift up the opposite side. 

They actually decrease the car's lean-over. Each spring is set in line 
with the axle and is attached at its center to the frame. This tends to 
prevent that swaying on a curve which is so uncomfortable and ofteh’ dan- 
gerous. Notice for yourself how greatly these springs control this in our 
car. 

Transverse springs also make steering and braking exceedingly safe. 
The Ford car is not driven through its springs. Hence the axles do not 
see-saw back and forth and so cannot interfere with normal steering and 
braking action. anit 

Now, about economy. Unsprung weight is that part of the car weight 
that does not rest on Springs.’ For tire-eoonomy it must be low in pro- 
portion to sprung weight.. It must. e low t0,prevent excess jarring of the 
frame and body. In the Ford car it is low,. due to the use of transverse’
